criminals, and tho criminal, luckily for the 
detective and us, walks inn rut of routine 
quite as narrow. Accordingly, fi profession- 
al thief, working in his vocation according 
to its traditions iu n w-orkmanliko manner, 
can commonly be caught by the profession- 
al detective. A thief or a murderer working 
by inspiration, and not by rr.utine. bames 
the detectives and yets froo. 
Accordingly 


any new mode which crime takes ou is u 
thing to be most anxiously and 
carefully 


watched, for until it hasbecomo n recognized 
criminal art, having its own laws aud tradi- 
tions,it may be carried to almost any lengths 
under the very noses of tho police. 


It is iu this view of the case that tha two 


new species of crimes which have just bro- 
ken out in Bostan and Philadelphia are of 
such painful and pressing moment to us. It 
is true that tho boy Fomeroy, who in old 
times would have boon said to be possessed 
of a devil, is in our newer dialect described 
as the victim of morbid impulse. It is by 
no means true, however, that he is on that 
account to be treated as au isolated phenom- 
enon, with which tho community has no 
further business than to hand it over to the 
psychologists for analysis. Statistics show 
that although what mny be called the 
amount of "morbid impulse'' existing in any 
community may bo ll constant quantity 
which can neither ho added to nor diniin- 
iseod by any efforts which society can make 
with regard to it. the direction it will take, 
and the lengths to which it will work itself 
out are dependent on a variety of circum- 
sfa"ces. 


The fear of punishment may havo weight 


iu repressing morbid impulse, and it is well 
established how great an effect the force o 
esjimplo may have in tho expression of it. 
Tho well known story that tho authorities 
in Paris were once compelled to close the 
towers of Kotre Dame by reason of the num- 
ber of suicides who had takou to jumping 
from them shows how the imitative impulse 
may lead Inrge numbers of people to prefer 
the most riaiuf ul and horrible mode of death. 
We do not say that tho wretched Pomeroy 
ought to bo hanged, but we do say that an 
exemplary punishment inllictcd upon him 
may deter many wretches like him from re- 
peating his atrocities, nmi Hint » v«»y uoovy 
responsibility rests upon those who let him 
loose, after lie had proved his nnfitness to 
control himself. 


Tho next Philndclphian phnso of crime 


ought to be much more manageable, as tho 
effects of it. if tho outbreak of it is not 
terribly repressed aud punished, will be 
much more widely calamitous. Tho cage 
with which the crime of kidnapping can ho 
committed, 
tho tremendous power with 


many, perhaps with most, parents, a power 
far greater than that of personal duress 
•which il gives tho kiduappor over his vic- 
tim, need only impunity in one or two iu- 
steuces to be added in order to innko this 
tho commonest kind of crime. It is shame- 
ful and almost unbearable to think that tho 
police of Philadelphia have not yet boon 
able to lay their hands upon men who are 
carrying no negotiations in perfect publicity 
with on afflicted father for tho restoration of 
his child. 


The amorbid impulse" toward 
getting 


monov without work, which exists more or 
less in the vast majority of men. needs only 
tho quickening of one or two examples of 
success and impunity in that bud art to 
tempt into this now mode of it a very for- 
midable minority of men. 
Tho whole ef- 


fort of the Philudolphian police ought to bs 
to stamp out his new crime. As it is iu ef- 
fect a now crime, the perpetrators "of it 
could not complain if n m-w punishment 
were applied to it. more adequate to its 
atrocity than any the statute book i-nutaini, 
and Lynch wore culled in to supplement the 
deficiencies of the law. 
Whatever is to bn 


said against this wild justice, there is to bo 
gaid in its favor that it would undoubtedly 
repress the morbid impulse of men to steal 
children with the intention of extorting 
money from thoir parents.- fN. Y. World

Jjiiiuiu JiAsrfiE.—As plants will grow 


more rapidly if \voll hiippHcd with nvmure in 
R liquid form, v,e advise all of our readers 
to prepare a barrel or cask of it and sipk it 
in n convenient spot where it cau be used to 
the best advantage. Put half a peek of 
chiireonl nt tbe bottom of the barrel and 
then fill it with bor.se or cow manure (tho 
former is tho best), adding enough water to 
•fill tlie barrel. Apply it to the plants twiuo 
a week after the sun has set, taking cant thai 
it does not fall upon the leaves or branches 
of the plants. Dig it in with ;i fork, and in 
a little while you will sno how eflicacious il 
id for plant growth. As the water is used 
up, fill in more, and iu three or four weokt 
turnout tho immure, spreading it aronni 
tbo roots of roses and geraniums to ait as r 
mulch, and refill the barrel with a new sup- 
plv. Jf borsc or cow manure cannot be 
readily obtained, put three or four pounds 
of gnaiio into a barrel holding Ihirly-lwo 
gallons, and let it stand for a week before 
using, stirring it d;uly. lieu manure cau bo 
used if desirtul, taking two pounds to ten 
gallons of water.—[N. E. Farmer.
